MnsT' GroTes In Uplnnd V nlleys. 
“Porto Rico will be the orange island 
of the Avorld, its coffee will come to 
have the same vogue m the United 
States it one time had in Spain, and 
Its peoftle AA'Ill be lifted out of poAérty 
and ignorance.” This prophecy was 
made at the St. James hotel in Wash­ 
ington to a i-eporter for the Washing­ 
ton Star by Mr. llames Struthers, or­ 
ange shipper and grower of Bayamon, 
Porto Rico. 
Mr. Struthers lived in 
Washington from 1885 to 1895, for a 
part of that time being engaged in the 
produce commission business. 


“Porto Rico,” contmued Mr. Stnith- 
ers, “w’ill become a sea girt garden. 
The people there are going td find gold 
In the golden fruit, just as the people 
of Florida did and as the orange grow­ 
ers of California do. Cold, Avhich over­ 
whelmed the Florida growers in 1894 
and which threatens them in the Pen­ 
insula State every winter, is not feared 
in ibrto Rico. The hurricane danger is 
a small one because the orange lands 
are in the upland valleys, A\ind shel­ 
tered by great hills. The late bm'ri- 
cane in Porto Rico'did greatest dam­ 
age on the low sugar lands of the coast 
and along the AA'ater courses. Compari­ 
son between central and southern Flor­ 
ida and Porto Rico as an orange land 
is all in favor ^)E the latter. A high 
percentage, if not a majority, of the 
American orange growers in Porto 
Rico are from Florida. 


“The orange districts of Porto Rico 
have a s»lf evident advantage over 
southern California for the production 
of citrus fruits. 
Frost in Poito Rico 
is such a remote possibility that it is 
not to be considered. 
The island is 
well w*atere<l and has a bounteous rain­ 
fall. 
It is nearer to the markets of 
the Atlantic states both in the matter 
of time and charges than California. 
It is four da^i’s’ sail from San Juan to 
New York, and it is an event avhen a 
fruit train cro.sses from California to 
the Hudson river in seven days. Porto 
Rico has plenty of cheap, faithful and 
willing field labor. 
It Is not efficient 
labor as yet, but it will become so un­ 
der American inslruction and with the 
application of American 0cld machin­ 
éis and implements. 
The natives in 
the interior of Porto Rico are w'eak 
because they are underfe<l, but the 
main reason for their inefliciency' Is 
that there is no mctliod in their A^wk, 
aiid the only tool they knoAV hoAV to 
use is the machete. California's only 
conspicuous advantage OA’ér Pòrto Ttico 
is ‘ that of daily or multidaily . ship­ 
ments, but as the trade Of Porto Rico 
is developed the steamship companies 
will provide frequent enough sailings. 


“As to quality, the Porto Rico orange 
is as good as any other. 
Of course, 
there are good and bad oranges in the 
island, just as elsewhere, but I am 
sure it is a reasonable statement that 
the average orange of Porto Rico is 
siiperior to the average orange grown 
in any of the citrus belts of the United 
States. But the quality of an orange 
depends largely on the grower. 
He 
can, if he understands orange culture 
and has a favorable climate, make the 
kiiiid of orange the public wants.. 


“This winter there will be thousands 
of boxes of Porto Rico oranges from 
wild trees shipped to the American 
market, and they will sell side by side 
with the orchard fruit of Caí|fornia. 
Cultivated oranges from Porto Rico 
will make a strong impression on the 
market three or five years hence. Many 
groves háve beén and many are being 
planted in the island, and yet the in­ 
dustry has scarcely been begun. 


“The coffee of Porto Rico will soon 
make Itself felt in the United States 
market There is no better coffee in the 
world outside of Arabia than that 
grown in our island. Millions of Amer­ 
icans who believe they drink coffee 
three times a day would not knoAf cof­ 
fee if it were poured put to them. Tons 
o f chickory, roasted jbeans and peas are 
being drunk for coffee, while the Porto 
Rican berries go to waste. Porto Rico’s 
coffee is strong in tannin, and the 
American palate will not tolerate this. 
The berry is shipped green to the Unit­ 
ed Statés and roasted by the Ameri­ 
can or 'light* process, which does, not 
remove the tannin. This astringent 
quality is «overcome by the French or 
‘dark* roasting process, and plans are 
evolving to give Porto Rican coffee 
this treatment and build up a demand 
for it in the United, States by the dis- 
triliution of samples. 


“There are several thousand acres 
planted in cotton for the first time in 
tiventy-five years. The quality is good 
and the yield fair. With proper culti­ 
vation it is destined to be a paying 
ciH?p. Sugar is the money crop of the 
island. The acreage has been largely 
increased since the American occupa­ 
tion, but king sugar will haA’e to take 
Mcond place w'hen the cultivated Porto 
iWco orange groves come into bear­ 
ing.”

IVew Ueiinrtnre In PnMle Scltool Ed- 
ncmiion Jn Missouri. 


Nearly 5,000 school children In >lis- 
souri are receiving Instruction this 
j'ear in the primary courses of agricul­ 
ture, says a Columbia special dispatch 
to the St Louis Republic. More than 
100 teachem who attended the Mis­ 
souri unlvemlty last summer and took 
the course in agriculture and horticul­ 
ture are glA-ing instruction in those 
branches in the public schools this year 
with excellent results. 


In the teaching of these branches to 
pubjic school students special attention 
is paid to beautifying thé school 
grounds and the yairds and lawns of 
the children’s homes. The school yard 
is planted in flow’ers, trees and shrubs 
and under the direction of the teacher 
is cultivated by the studeiits. 
The 
teachers find that the students take 
great interest in the Avork, and they en­ 
counter A'ery little dilHculty in contin­ 
uing the course. 


It has been the aim of the Missouri 
university to encourage the teaching 
of agriculture in the public schools, 
and the efforts of the uniAWsity are 
now achieving results. By next year 
agriculture and horticulture probably 
will be taught in a majority of the 
public schools of'the state. 


A series of bulletins is in course of 
preparation which will be sent out to 
the teachers to be used as text books 
in the public schools. 


YELL OF FARMER STUDENTS 


Missouri Boys Clioose Class Crr Both 
In English and l4atin. 


Missouri university has an agricul­ 
tural yell, says a Columbia special to 
the Chicago Record-Herald. It can, be 
uttered in both English and Latin and 
was adopted at a specially couA'ened 
meeting the other day. Several yells 
were submitted, but this was the most 
popular: 


Horses, cattle, sheep and hogs. 
Turkeys, chickens, ducks and dogs!

An unknown man, supposed to be 
Frank Smith, was crushed to death 
beneath the Wabash pa®senger train 
due here at 8:37 Monday morning, 
while being brought to this city by 
City Ifershal William Anderson, of 
Meredosia. 


Some days ago a stranger appeared 
in Meredosia and went to the resi­ 
dence of Dr. Nevell. 
His manner 
made the people afraiAih^ him and 
City Marshal Anderson was notified 
and attempted to take him into cus­ 
tody, when the stranger ran for the 
country and was not overtaken until 
nearly a mile away from the town. 
He was scantily clothed and had long 
hair aud a rough, shaggy beard. He 
was placed in the Meredosia cala- 
joose and upon inquiry gave his name 
as Frank Smith, of Hannibal. The 
authorities in Hannibal were tete- 
phoned, but no such 
person 
was 
<nown there. Later the stranger said 
he was from low’a. Sheriff Rodgers, 
of this county, was next telephoned 
and it was decided to bring Smith to 
this city, where it was intended to 
inquire into his sanity. Marshal An­ 
derson boarded the 
train Monday 
morning with his prisoner and started 
for this city. Smitif seemed peaceably 
inclined and the change of cars at 
31uffs was made without any diffi­ 
culty. 


Just as the train was pulling into 
his city the brakemaii came through 
the car and called Jacksonville, and 
a moment afterward Smith juAiped 
up from his seat and ran to the back 
door of the car and tliis was the last 
seen of him until his mangled re­ 
mains were found, his feet fastened 
under the trucks of the passenger 
coach. How ho got himself in such 
a condition seems almost inexplicable, 
but the probability is that in jiynping 
from the train ho was thrown back 
against the coach and his feet caught 
in the truclre. 


Considerable difficulty was experi­ 
enced in extricating him and it was 
feared at first that it 'W'ould be nec­ 
essary to lift the coach from its 
trucks. 
His 
limbs 
were nearly 
wrenched from the trunk and he had 
ugly gashes and bruises about the 
body and head, caused doubtless from 
being dragged over the ties. When 
found he was to all puin)oses dead, 
but breathed spasmodically for ten 
minutes. Dr. J. W. Hairgrove was 
sent' for and arrived promptly, but 
pronounced the man dead and stated 
that all sense of feeling had disap­ 
peared before 
he 
was removed 
from under the car. 


Car Inspector Samuel Walker was 
the first man to reach him and he was 
assisted by the train crew in extri­ 
cating him. 
Coroner Reynolds was 
notified and removed the remains to 
the morgue, and later in the day an 
inquest was held, but failed to bring 
out any fiirther facts. City Marshal 
Anderson and D. F. Yeck, of Mero- 
dosia, were the only witnesses exam­ 
ined and their testimony was in sub­ 
stantiation of the above facts. The 
jury consisting of F. W. Allen, forc­

Probably the most unique dinner ever 
held in the United States was enjoyed 
in New York by si large number of 
guests recently at the invitation of Eu­ 
gene 0. Christian. Mi?. Obi'Istlun, pres­ 
ident of the Physical Culiute Associa­ 
tion of America, is well knowu as an 
advocate of correct living. He believes 
that most of the ills that flesh is heir to 
are the direct result of faulty diet^ a 
diet in which predominate meats and 
hpayy .pastries and which are otlier 
fÿüôds freijuently overcooked, and the 
afoeementioned dinner w’as held to 
demonstrate the feasibility of living on 
unccwked or elementary foods, thus 
s^^lng the problem of emancipating, 
the housewife from the evils of tlie 
coOk stove. 
In the entire ten courses, 
consisting of no less than twenty-seven 
dishes, not a single disli was cooked 
m or on a stove, and not a vestige of 
meat or pastry appearetl. 
Notwith­ 
standing these features, all presetít 
f^und rare enjoyment in the repast 
and averre<l that their hunger had been 
entirely appeased. 


Many of the women, who, like the 
majorib' of housekeepers, had suffered 
for j^ears the bondage ofe tlie kitchen 
and had experimented with cooks ga­ 
lore, vowed unbesitatingly that tlielr 
^ason of servitude was: now ended 
and that henceforth theyl would by 
foUowihg in the path blazed by Mr. 
Christian enjoy ^a. glorious freedom 
never even dreamed of by housekeep­ 
ers of the past. Then, too; the health 
of their families, tbe elfemeritaiy food- 
Ists believe, will improve tàstìy tlirough 
the introduction of the new dietary 
systemv tbus awarding them a double 
rew'ard.

The cream of 
corn w'as served in cups and Avas made 
by extracting the juice from fresh 
green corn and combining it with milk 
aii<% the i«fOper seasoning.- Thfe^ unfiréd^ 
wafers and the unfired bread were 
distinct innovations even to those folk 
that considered themselves somewhat 
ex^riencéd in utìcookea food affairs.

It is ‘ true that some com, 
which would not have developed had frost 
kept away until November, has been cut, 
but this is owing to the lateness of get­ 
ting into the fields in, the spring on ac­ 
count of the continued wet. 
But that 
which was planted in anywhere near a 
reasonable time is going to make a fair 
yield, I noticed in riding along the' coun­ 
try roads that the ears are plentiful, and 
the majority are hanging down, which Is 
a sure sign that the ears are heavy. 
And the ears look exceptionally large 
around. 
This Alight be due 
to 
thick 
husks, but I think the eaxs are developed 
to ^ unusual size. 
Another noticeable 
feature about"’ the fannS this year is the 
abundance of the old-fashioned yellow 
cow pumpHjns. , The season seems to have 
been especially adapted for the growth 
of these vegetables. Take everything into 
consideration and I believe that this sea­ 
son ha8 bepn one especially fotun^to to 
the farmers of this part of the state.”

Dr. J. R. Harker 'will go to Evan.s- 
ton Thursday to attend a meeting of 
educators to bo held there. The af­ 
fair has been arranged for t-o com­ 
memorate the thirtieth anniversary 
of the connection of Dr. Fiske with 
iiiorthwestertt university. Dr. Fiske 
has been at the head of the prepara­ 
tory department at the university 
continuously for thirty years and the 
record is a very unusual one. A large, 
gatliering of educators is expected 
and there will be several symposiums 
of interest to schools and colleges. 


This assemblage, however, has no 
^articular bearing on the plans where­ 
by aU, or nearly all, of the Methodist 
educational institutions in the coun­ 
try may be united under one general 
supervising body of directors, with 
i^orthwestern universty as the head, 
and front, which has been disclosed 
ly President Edmund James, of the 
I^orthwosteni. 


As evidence that the smaller insti­ 
tutions are ready for such a nuion, 
President James declares that 
al­ 
ready two colleges have asked to be 
taken under the protection and man­ 
agement of ^i’orthwestern, while the 
university has already annexed two 
preparatory schools. 


President James stated that all of 
the affiliated institutions w'ould be 
inown as “N'orthwestern.” His esti- 
mafe is that tljere will be thirty such. 
Tlje 
most 
important 
Methodist- 
Episcopal 
institutions that would 
come witliin the range of President 
James’ plan are: Albion college, Al­ 
bion, Mich.; Allegheny college. Mead- 
ville. Pa.; Baker university, Bald­ 
win, Kan.; Baldwin university,Bereii, 
Ohio; Boston university, Boston; 
Central Tennessee college, Kashville; 
Claflin university, Orangeburg, S. 
C.; Clark university, Atlanta; Cor­ 
nell college, Mt. Vernorn, Iowa; Du- 
Pauw university, Greencastle, Ind.; 
Dickinson college, Carlisle, Pa.; Port 
Worth university,Fort Worth, Texas;

friends. We have all the students we 
can well take care of now, but I am 
hoping for still larger facilities next 
ycQX‘ It may sound foolish to youf; 
it may seem to you that I am a blind 
enthusiast on this subject; but T[ hou- 
estlj’^ believe that some day the Wo­ 
man’s college will rival liorthwestern 
university in size, equipment and.at­ 
tendance. There are reasonsj too, for 
this hope when we consider the field 
from which we have to draw. I think 
about it often, plan for it a great deal 
and am firmly convinced that the fu­ 
ture holds great things for the Wo­ 
man’s collegci”
